Peking :-~— ; 
ARTICLE 1. z 
Clause 1.—An Imperial edict shall be 
issued ordering Prince Chun to: proceed to 
Germany o Special Ambassador to apo- 
Ingise for, express the Emperor's regret nt 
the murder of, tho late Buron von Ketteler, . 
H.1. G. M. Minister at Peking. Prince 
Chun has now proceeded on his mission to 
Germany in obedience to the said Inperial 
Conimands, 


Clause 2.—A Monument to he erected 
in inemory of Baron van Kotteler on the 
Apot where he was murgrefl, tho inonu- 


ment to he in accordancd“with the Jate 
Minister’s rank and importance. Work on 
said Monument has now ‘already com- 
menced. 


ARTICLE 11. 

Clause 1.--The punishment of tho chief 
instigntora ind authors, nmongst the offi- 
cials, of tho murders perpetrated on the 
officers und people of the various Powers 
in accordance with the Imperial decrees of 
the 13th ond ist of February, 191, Also 
the punishment by order of the Lnperial

An Imperitl edict to be issued furbidding 
for the spice of two years the import as well 
as the manufacture in China of ail arms and 
amuuunition and warlike substances. 

ARTICLE VI, 3 : 

On. the 29th of Muy, 19°, an Imperial 
edict svas issued consentiny to the payment 
of an Indurmnity ta the varieus Powers to 
the total aumof Haikuan Tuels 450 millions, 
This snid amount is set down in the 2nd 
article of theagreement coucerniny subjects 
and societies, etc., of the various astionali- 
ties drawn up on the 22nd of December, 
1909. ‘ 

(a) The anid amount of 450 million is to. 
be. in Haikuan Tales and to ho exchanged 
according to the market quotations of the 
time inte various foreign gold money.” 

Then follows the approximate exchange 
between the Haikuan tael into the gold 
sovercign, dollar, frane, ete , ete. 

The iutereat on this sum of Tis. 450 
million will ho at 4% payments, to be 
divided into 39 onnuat instalments! The 
principal, and interest on -cach instalment 
is to hein gold caiculated un the exchange 
of the time, and at the periods’ agreed 
upon, The fist instalment is tu be on the. 
‘det of Junuary 19 2 the: interest to. com- 
mence on tho ‘Ist of July 1901! The 
Chinese Government may: calculate the 
first six months’ interest down to tho end 
of December 1901, und then hegin from 
the lst of Sanvary 1902 (Chinese Calendar, 
und day of the 11th moon of this present 
year); bat thivinterest must be paid within 
three yea's and also calculated on a basis of 
4 percent peranoum,  - ’ 

(6) AN matters concerning thissaidaniount 
are to be arnnged at Shanghai, and the 
variuus Powershalleach appoint Director 
of a Bank to act conjointly with regard to 
the principal and interest paid by the 
Chinese Government, and the Banks con- 
cerned shall severally grant receipts for all 
sums so received. 

* (¢) China shall draw up a Guaran- 
tee Paper fur the total amount, the 
Guarantee Paper to be held by the Doyen 
of the Foreign Ministers at Peking. Subse- 

ueritly this single Guarantee Paper may be 

huuged into secondary Gunranteo Papers, 
each said Paper-to have tho signatures of 
the Chines Oficials seconded. 

(a) Such Guarantee Papers whon_paid 
up to be deposited in the hands of the snid 
Directors of Banks.
